not an elderberry bush anywhere, on 
hillsides or along the river bunks, or 
in the meadows, which is not loaded 
with berries. Many of the bushes are 
now black with the ripened fruit, 


hava the berries still green or 


bright red, which denotes the fruit 
scarcely mature, but altogether there 
arc actually hundreds of bushels go- 
ing to waste in.<hls Immediate vicinity. 
They are among the easiest berries in 
the world to pick, and since the bushes 
often stand separate or along the 
edges of meadows, there Is no excuse 
of difficulty In picking:.

Today tbe American soldier's uniform 


Is designed for comfort, serviceability, 
protection from both weather and dis- 
covery by the enemy—in short, for ef- 
ficient service. What some of the pic- 
turesque old uniforms were devised for 
is more than one can say unless it was 
for their picturesqueness. 


Washington's armies, when they had 


uniforms, wore the familiar "Conti- 
nentals" of bluff and blue or gray> but 
regiment* from different states hai for 
the most part uniforms of their own. 
The majority wore whatever clothes 
would protect them without regard for 
uniformity. One part of the American 
troops who received the surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown tvere In uni- 
form, but *he most of them still wore 
rags of homespun. 


The uniform for the period between 
:S02 and the war of 1812 reflects tbe 
ityle adopted by European armies for 
the time. The three cornered cocked hat 


the rerotution had been abandoned, 


and the officers wore vchapcaui bras, 
while the enlisted men of the infantry 
ud artillery wore round leather hats 
pith bearskin crests, creating a very 
jicturesque effect.

TO PURIFY WATER. 


Two Safe Ways by Which Typhoid 


G«rrr.s May Be Destroyed. 


One cannot judge the purity of water 


by its looks. 
Things visible to the 


naked eye are usually harmless. The 
invisible germs of disease are by far 
the more injurious to human, beings. 


Host people feel that drinking water 


is safe to use If it is cool, clear, spar- 
kling and free from color or odor. Such 
is not the case. Even the sparkle, may 
be due to decomposition products. The 
babbling brook usually contains more 
dangerous bacteria than standing wa- 
ter. Streams do not purify themselves 
by flowing over their rocky beds. The 
mistaken notion that they do is re- 
sponsible for a great deal of vacation 
typhoid fever. 


The safest method of destroying dis- 


ease germs in water is by actual boil- 
Ing. 
Boiling the water for five minutes 


will kill the germs of typhoid and al- 
lied diseases. Chlorine may also be 
used to disinfect the water. 


A stock solution is made !>y taking a 


level teaspoonful of full strength clo- 
rlde of lime and rubbing it up to a thin 
pasta free from lumps in a teacup with 
a little water. 
This should then be 


made up to a cupful and diluted with 
three more cupfuls of water and then - 
poured into a bottle and tightly corked. | 
Add a tenspoonful of this stock soln- 
tioa to each two gallon pail of drinking 
water, thoroughly mixing It and allow- 
ing It to stand for ten minutes. This 
will give about one-half part of free 
chlorine to a million parts of water, 
which will destroy all typhoid or dysen- 
tery producing germs.—Exchange.

In the eighties tbe uniform was much 


as it was during the Spanish-American 


I war, except that men and officers wore 
1 helmets much like those of the London 
bobby of today, Instead of the slouch 
felt campaign hats used in Cuba. The 
coats were dark blue short frock coats 
and the trousers light blue. Stripes on 
the trousers denoted the branch of the 
sen-ice, and in tbe case of the officers 
plumes on the helmets wore used. 


In the Spanish-American war the uni- 


form consisted of a dark blue coat 
(shorter than the frock coat), blue flan- 
nel shirt and 
llsjlit blue trousers. 


Stripes on the trousers denoted the 
Bervice—white for Infantry, yellow for 
cavalry and red for artillery. 


It was not until after the Spanish 


war thnt khaki and olive drab came 
Into vogue, although rho marines and 
p few Infantry units tested It in the 
war with Spain. The light blue trous- 
ers and c!ark blue conts are still worn 
In garrison for spmldrcss uniforms, 
but In the field olive drab Is the color.—

Most Common Forms of Highway*. 
Nearly 2,400,000 miles of the 2,500,000 


miles of public roads in the United 
States are of earth, sand-clay or gravel, 
according to recent statistics gathered 
by the office of public roads and rural 
engineering of the United States de- 
portment of agriculture.

these materials are therefore of pre- 
dominant importance iu most commu- 
nities of the country and probably will 
remain so for many years. For tills 
reason the office of public roads and ru- 
ral engineering- lias issued as depart- 
ment of agriculture bulletin No. 4U3 a

The tend- 
ency in many- rural communities to lo- 
cate all new i-0ads along laud lines has 
been z-esponslblp for much waste, It is 
pointed out.

OPERATING A SUBMARINE. 


i Th* Method When th* Ship I* About 


to Mak* an Attack. 


Every submarine has Its commander 


—generally a captain—who acts as tbe 
very brains of tbe ship. No one elso 
can give orders, for so Interconnected 
are all tbe machines that the conflict- 
ing commands from more than one offi- 
cer would almost* surely re»ult in an 
aceldent;ilience every one reports di- 
rectly to the <aptalu through the sec- 
ond oflicer Iu tommand. who. by the 
war, Is also responsible for the correct 
operation of everything from the bal 
last tanks to tbe torpedoes. 


Jn making the attack the captain 


mails the periscope in the main oper- 
ating room. Just bene"h tho coining 
tower. The lenses aud prisms in the 
periscope tube trap 'ruit the Images 
from the sighting piece above the wa- 
ter dowu to the periscope eye' 


\Vhen the vessel dives tbe decks arc 


first elf-are*

machinery must be used under water 
because the oil engines consume pre- 
cious air and exhaust poisonous gases. 


On tbe next word from the captain 


water from outside is allowed to fili 
the huge ballast tanks in tbe centra! 
hull. Other ballast tanks at the ead.- 
ot the boat are partially filled to hold 
the ship on an even keel. This trim- 
ming of the submarine, of course, can 
be delicately controlled l>y the buoyan- 
cy gauges and controls in the operating 
room. 


The weight of all this water causes 


the submarine to sink, but not com- 
pletply. Tne horizontal rudders at the 
stern of the ship are used to give the 
final touches to the dive. 
The com- 


mander directs the man at the wheel 
how far down he wishes to go 
By 


watciilng the depth gauges iu front of 
him the wheelman can so tip the div- 
ing rudders that the proper depth can 
be found immediately and held exactly. 


It takes but a minute or two to dive. 


In torpedoing a ship the vessel must 
be turned to aim the torpedo tubes, 
which lie parallel with the central aiis 
of the submarine—in the bow. 
Tbe 


command is given to fire. The gunners 
in the forward compartment receive 
the order through speaking tubes or 
telephones. The. torpedo is discharged 
from its tube By compressed air.—Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. 


O'igin of the Dahlia. 


By a curious irony the dahlia flower, 


popular at the flower shows, is of very 
humble origin. It has been developed 
from a Mexican tuber. Some centu- 
ry and a half ago this plant was in 
troduced into Europe by the Swedish 
botanist, Dr. Dahl, for the purely com- 
mercial purpose of supplanting or sup- 
plementing the potato. But they did 
not prove popular, and the dahlia dish 
soon disappeared from the dinner ta- 
bles of Europe, but the gardeners saw 
the latent possibilities of the flower, 
from which they have evolved the dou- 
ble dahlia and other popular floral fan- 
cies. It would thus appear that the 
dahlia had reversed the fate of the red 
clover, which was originally introduced 
as a garden flower, but was found to 
be much more desirable as a fine for- 
age. The tubers of the dahlia, though 
bitter, are still eaten in some parts of 
Prance.
